Crewkerne silversmith 
creates medals of'war'

CREWKERNE based sil¬ 
versmith Michael Burton 
who lives in the village of 
East Coker, the final rest¬ 
ing place of the poet T S 
Eliot, is outraged along 
with many of his fellow 
residents that over-devel¬ 
opment threatens to en¬ 
gulf their village. 

There is a proposal to 
build 3,700 new houses 
and an industrial estate 
over Grade I listed land 
which includes a medieval 
priory. Objectors to the 
development are working 
hard behind the scenes 
with the advice of solici¬ 
tors and have set up an on¬ 
line petition and Facebook 
page. 

Mr Burton, who is well 
known throughout the re¬ 
gion both for his jewellery 


and for his band Sneaky 
Pete and the Vipers, is in¬ 
censed by the thought of 
what could happen and 
has offered his support to 
the cause by creating a 
limited edition of silver 
medals with various im¬ 
ages of TS Eliot . He in¬ 
tends to sell them and use 
the profits to help pay ex¬ 
penses incurred in the bat¬ 
tle by the East Coker 
Preservation Trust. 

The world famous poet 
playwright - Thomas 
Steams Eliot - wrote about 
East Coker. The quiet and 
beautiful Somerset village 
is memorably reflected as 
one of the Four Quartets in 
his best-known poem, a 
place held in particular im¬ 


portance because his an¬ 
cestor Andrew Eliott, left 
the village to travel to 
America in the 1600s. 

A plaque in the church 
dedicated to Eliot and his 
ashes reads: “In my begin¬ 
ning is my end. Of your 
kindness, pray for the soul 
of Thomas Stearns Eliot, 
poet. In my end is my be¬ 
ginning.” 

Mr Burton is afraid that 
if plans go forward it will 
be the beginning of the 
end of the village 

With such a worldwide 
TS Eliot fan base, interest 
in the preservation cam¬ 
paign is coming from all 
quarters including the 
publishers Faber and 
Faber. 


Mr Burton, who has his 
studio in the Victoria 
Mews in Crewkerne, is 
hoping his creations will 
not only raise some money 
for the cause but also draw 
more attention to the dan¬ 
ger of a very special and 
historically important part 
of England’s heritage 
being swallowed into an 
urban nightmare. 

He has also written a 
poem aimed directly at the 
developers which he hopes 
the East Coker Preserva¬ 
tion Trust will publish on

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Thousands flock to the Lowland Games 



BIGGER and better than ever, the 
annual Lowland Games held along¬ 
side the River Parrett at Thorney at¬ 
tracted a massive number of families 
this year in perfect weather condi¬ 
tions. 

Started in 1984 by the England 
family and friends, the Lowland 
Games is still going strong 26 years 
later, raising thousands of pounds for 
charities every year. 

The fundraiser as whole is a week¬ 
end of fun which includes at 10k run 
and party night with live bands but 
by far the best family fun was to be 
had on Sunday when the day’s 
events of nonsense and organised 
mayhem commenced with the an¬ 
nual raft race, after the fancy dress 
by most of the participants was 
judged.

Ilminster Young Farmers, who 
were built for speed, lost valuable 
time when they mixed it up with the 
Ilchester team who were all in drag 
and another Weymouth crew The 
Gnomes looked to be making sensi¬ 
ble time until they were dragged 
backwards by a Labrador who 
jumped in and tried to retrieve the 
decoy duck they had tied to the back 
of their raft. 

There were many first timers on 
the river this year including Chard 
team the Builderettes who were first 
on the river and had their raft chris¬ 
tened with beer by the commentator 
before the start. The Seavington 
Hunt team were also new and joint 
master Jereme Darke found enough 
puff to blow his hunting horn be¬ 
tween paddles. Also a vet with King¬ 
fisher Veterinary Practice, his team 


had made imaginative use of the 
long examination gloves which they 
had blown up for arm floats. 

Martock rafters Steel Fabs A were 
the overall Kings of the River this 
year with the fastest time. The steel 
fabrications company have been sup¬ 
porters of the race for many years 
and have won the title before. The 
winning ladies were Yeovil Young 
Farmers, and Dizzy rafters from Bur- 
rowbridge won the children’s cate¬ 
gory. 

In the fancy dress, an elaborate ef¬ 
fort by Bowdens from Langport with 
Home Sweet Home, had landgirls 
with pitchforks and a vintage tractor, 
while Shark Bite from Curry Rivel 
took the junior prize. 

The raft race was just one of the 
many attractions throughout the day, 
with a donkey derby consisting of 
teams dressing in pantomime animal 
costumes negotiating cones and hay 
bales; a river it’s a knockout and 
mud wrestling. There were junior 
sports and circus skills for the 
youngsters to let off steam, fair¬ 
ground rides and plenty of stalls.

EMOTIONS ran high in 
the village of Hinton St 
George on Saturday, July 
30th, as Peter and Sue 
Knight who had run the vil¬ 
lage shop and Post Office 
for 25 years were given a 
grand send off by the com¬ 
munity they had served so 
well. 

Three years ago the cou¬ 
ple had faced despair when 
the axe threatened to fall on 
the village post office dur¬ 
ing the nationwide closures 
which would have crippled 
their business and the vil¬ 
lagers backed the hard¬ 
working pair’s bid to save 
their village facility with a 
much publicised march to 
Westminster. 

Having succeeded in their 
campaign to retain the Post

Office, the villagers were 
just as anxious to keep it 
when the Knights, wishing 
to retire, failed to sell on the 
open market. 

A new campaign arose to 
turn the shop into a village 
owned and run conven¬ 
ience store, with the sup¬ 
port and experience of Mr 
and Mrs Knight to help 
them with the transition. 

MP David Laws was in¬ 
strumental in the village 
fight to keep their post of¬ 
fice and was invited to the 
party but had to be in Lon¬ 
don. He said: “It is very sad 
to see Peter and Sue leave 
Hinton Post Office and 
store after an incredible 25 
years of service. 



“As I was not able to 
make the party on Saturday, 
I called round on Lriday to 
wish them both all the best 
for the future, and to thank 
them for all their hard work 
for the community, over 
such a long period of time. 

“When I am in Hinton, 
passing the Post Office, I 
will always think of Peter 
and Sue. We all wish them 
the very best for the future.” 

The couple were over¬ 
whelmed by the good 
wishes and gifts from 
everyone, including a com¬ 
memorative pottery jug 
made by ex-villager Les 
Parris, who commented that 
it had always been much 
more than just a village 
shop as the Knights had cre¬ 
ated a real village focal 
point and they had looked 
out for the vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of the community. The 
villagers had a generous 
whip round which totalled 
£2,000 and was presented 
by Veronica Voss who had 
worked alongside them for 
the whole 25 years. Mrs 
Voss, who was also retiring, 
has lived in the village for 
42 years and worked in the 
shop for 39, her husband 
Pred is a farmer and parish 
councillor and she said that 
the job had helped her to 
make friends in the village 
as being on a farm can be¬ 
come very insular.

owner Sue Knight. 

Bob Searle has been ap¬ 
pointed the new man¬ 
ager. He has lived in the 
area for many years and 
has been an active mem¬ 
ber of the communities 
he has lived in. He and his 
wife ran their own village 
shop in Devon for a num¬ 
ber of years. 

Mr Searle said: "I am re¬ 
ally looking forward to 
my new role as manager 
of Our Shop. It will be a 
continuation of my pas¬ 


sion for retail and for giv¬ 
ing the people of Hinton 
and the surrounding vil¬ 
lages as full a shopping 
experience as the want 
from their shop.! 

Mr Searle will be work¬ 
ing alongside a number 
of part time paid staff and 
volunteers who will work 
on a shift basis through¬ 
out the week to cover 
longer opening hours 
and the Post Office will be 
run by a trained member 
of staff as before. 

The idea of making the 
store into a community 
shop was first raised at a 


public meeting last May, 
since then local residents

DORSET girl Richenda Oldham loves the westcountry area and, after a busy ca¬ 
reer in London, she was keen to come back to her roots when her children came 
along. 

Richenda went to a convent school in Dorchester and thinking she might go in 
to graphic design, did a foundation course at Bournemouth and Poole Univer¬ 
sity. There she realised she was a good writer and decided to become a jour¬ 
nalist but at only 19 lacked confidence. 

She started out in a public relations company which led her to a path of top 
level consumer media relations in London, working with companies such as 
Warner Home Video and Sony. Her break into journalism came when she was 
picked up by HiFi Answers magazine which led her to the Haymarket where 
many of the top glossies were produced. When she was offered a sub editor's 
position with Homes and Gardens, she felt really at home with her passion for 
interiors and her career continued in that vein for many years both full time 
and freelance for different magazines and PR companies. 

Now living in Clayhanger near Chard, Richenda has more recently worked on 
local newspapers and was part time at Forde Abbey. Now she has just gone solo 
and launched her own public relations company with several clients already on 
board. 


• WHAT was the hardest part of the ca¬ 
reer ladder for you? 

After Homes and Gardens, I was given a 
deputy editorship with Perfect Home and 
on the first day had a real baptism of fire 
when they threw me in at the deep end 
and said I had to design and organise the 
stand for the Ideal Home Exhibition. 

It was really hard work finding houses - 
not everyone wants their home pho¬ 
tographed - but great fun and I learned a 
lot. Going up and down the M25 daily was 
a nightmare that's why we moved when I 
got pregnant. 

• WHAT is it about public relations 
that you enjoy? 

I love community newspapers and news, 
having done the London bit I can see 
their worth and I enjoy helping other 
businesses understand how the media 
can work for them and what a great 
source of publicity it is. 

• WHY did you move to Somerset? 
When we first left London we went to 
Hampshire so I could still easily commute 
, then we did go back to Dorset for a short 
while but it is not the same as it was, too 
much of the east has crept in. Somerset is 
how Dorset used to be and I hope it stays 
that way. I love the friendliness and 
warmth of this area and I really love Chard 
it has great architecture and the shop 
keepers are great. 

• WHICH is the best part of the job for 
you? 

I love writing and using a mixture of my 
journalism and commercial experience to 
help other businesses, whether writing a 
newsletter or website creativity. Knowing 
what kind of thing a local newspaper 
wants is a key thing. It is a local resource 
that they have and don't always explore, 
a third party endorsement written in the 
media is a very powerful tool. 

• WHAT are your future plans? 

I would love to set up some workshops, 
explaining the complexities of PR and 
teaching people how to write properly 
and do it themselves. I would also like to 
publish some e-zines - internet maga¬ 
zines. 

• WHO was your mentor? 

The first person I worked for in PR was 
Carolyn Meunier, she was a huge inspira¬ 
tion to me. She was so good at getting 
the message across and so charming; ex¬ 
ceptionally good with people. I learned so 
much just by watching her and we have 
worked together on and off for 25years. 
She is godmother to my children. Paul 
Clegg from SWIRE was my marketing 
guru, he showed me how to walk into a 


room and start talking to people which I 
wish someone had taught me when I was 
16. Finally Keith Howard, editor of HiFi 
Answers, he taught me journalism the 
hard way but was such a good boss, I left 
when he did. 

• DID you ever experience the male to 
female work issues? 

At HiFi Answers it was before computers 
and you had to physically cut and paste 
your work with scissors and glue - a lot of 
people don't even realise that's where the 
term came from. That was a real male bas¬ 
tion and I had to take a lot of ribbing and 
join in the after work drinks sessions be¬ 
cause that was the way it was if you 
wanted to hold your own as a girl. You 
had to have a real sense of humour but I 
thought it was great fun at the Haymar¬ 
ket. 

• WHAT is your pet hate? 

My personal rant is that not enough peo¬ 
ple communicate by phone. I still pick up 
the phone and talk to people. Yes I use 
email and text and social networking but 
when I have done a press release I always 
follow up with a telephone call. 

• IF you could meet absolutely anyone 
who would you choose? 

Tina Brown, now Lady Evans CBE,she has 
really been there and done that. She was 
editor of Vanity Fair and The New Yorker 
and is a journalist, magazine editor, 
columnist, talk-show host and author. 

• WHO else interests you? 

I have a very dyslexic daughter so I find 
dyslexic people who have made it very in¬ 
teresting, like Richard Branson. I find Alan 
Sugar quite interesting and my ten-year 
old and 17-year-old will sit and watch The 
Apprentice with me because it's fascinat¬ 
ing to watch the huge flaws. Likewise 
Dragon's Den. 

• WHAT would you like to have on a 
desert island? 

A big pile of books, I have to read for half 
an hour before I got to sleep and it would 
be such a luxury to just read and read. I 
wouldn't want the electronic versions, I 
love newspapers and books and you can't 
beat picking them up and reading them 
properly. I would like an iPod so I could 
have lots of music though and a good 
glass of wine with crisps, I love savoury 
snacks. 

• HAVE you ever met anyone famous? 

When I was working with Sony, I did get 
to meet Linda McCartney, she was very 
nice but my real claim to fame is I have 
played real tennis at Hampton Court 
Palace with Prince Edward.

minutes and bought some sweets. I 
just think it is nice to be able to give 
him some good press. They all get 
such a lot of bad press and he really 
was so great." 


Sir John visited several shops in the 
town during his visit on Tuesday, 
July 26th but for the young adults 
at Sweet Surprise it was a memo¬ 
rable occasion. 


OAK Lodge residential care home 
decided to reach out into the com¬ 
munity and offer a service to carers 
who deal with loved ones with any 
kind of memory loss dementia. 

They decided to offer a place to 
meet socially on a monthly basis 
and the Forget Me Not Club was 
suggested by Acom Unit manager 
Carol Packer and members of staff 
who realised there was a real need 
for more education for carers in this 
situation and a place they could go 
for a coffee and a chat with others 
facing the same difficulties. 

The initial meeting was set up on 
Frida July 8th, to hold an open 
forum and gauge opinion from the 
carers as to what format they re¬ 
quired and when the club would be 
best held. 

Some of the group pointed out 


that there was a carers group in 
Chard already meeting every sec¬ 
ond Monday but that unlike Forget 
Me Not it was for any type of care, 
not specific to memory loss issues 
as suggested for the Oak Lodge 
one. 

Many felt they needed more infor¬ 
mation as to what to expect in the 
future and symptoms to watch out 
for so it was agreed that profes¬ 
sional support in the form of talks 
and information would be appreci¬ 
ated. Equally the need for getting 
together with people in the same 
boat was considered just as useful. 
A representative from the 
Alzheimer’s Society was present 
and the question was raised as to 
whether the group could meet to co¬ 
incide with the memory cafe in the 
Guildhall or the Singing for the 


Brain sessions in llminster, where 
they could leave their loved one 
(subject to their level of depend¬ 
ence) while they came to the Forget 
Me Not Club. Often the biggest is¬ 
sues for carers was whether they 
would be able to come away alone 
for those vital few hours of relief 
while someone else watched over 
their loved one. 

Fritha Irwin, dementia lead for 
Majestica who run Oak Lodge, took 
on board all the suggestions of the 
carers and agreed that providing ed¬ 
ucational sessions I addition to the 
space for a social meeting was 
vital. The club is open to all comers 
who are caring for someone with 
memory loss at any level. For more
